Lakeview Park offered performances, exhibitions 
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Lakeview Park, under the 
management of Terre Haute 
Amusement Co. headed by 
Henry and Frank Breinig, 
opened Sunday, May 8, 1906, 
for its third summer season. 

More than 9,000 paid admis- 
sions were received on opening 
day 100 years ago. ' 


Located on the south side of ` 


Wabash Avenue in the 2800 | 
block, Lakeview Park offered a 
daily fare of high quality vaude- 
ville acts, sprinkled with special- 
ty performances and exhibi- 
tions. It also was the first local 
venue to introduce automated 
rides, 

During the off season, man- 
ager Henry L. Breinig added 
hundreds of colored incandes- 
cent lights, fresh coats of paint 
on every building and newly- 
paved sidewalks weaving 
droue brightly adorned flower 

eds. 


“The Figure Eight,” an elec- 
trifying new mechanical railway, 
was the greatest drawing card, 
producing indescribable sensa- 
tions by taking customers on 
unexpected turns while “travel- 
ing at the speed of an express 
train? 

Breinig also installed the 
“latest patented kinodrome” to 
show “new moving pictures” 
each weck. An arcade, laughing 
gallery and a miniature railway 
were added, too. 

Breinig was a promotional 
guru. During one week early in 
the summer, for instance, he 
offered free admissions to Terre 
Haute Daily Star customers on 
Tuesday, to everyone who wore 
a straw hat on Wednesday, Terre 
Haute Tribune customers on 
Thursday, everyone wearing a 
flower on Friday and Terre 
Haute German Journal newspa- 
per customers on Saturday. 

A large amphitheater, erected 
in front of the bandstand to pro- 
vide shelter to patrons in the 
event of rain, was another 


important improvement. 

On Sundays, Lakeview Park 
usually featured concerts by 
well-known bands. Early sum- 
mer shows in 1906 were pre- 
sented by

Though not often mentioned 
today among great band lead- 
ers, Kryl had a very fruitful 
musical career after paying his 
way to America in 1889, at age 
14, by playing cornet and violin 
with the cruise orchestra 

For a few years, he resided 
in Indianapolis, joining the 
When Clothing Company Band 
and, then successively, John 
Philip Sousa, the Chicago 
Marine Band and the Duss 
Band of Madison Square Gar- 
den. His solo performances on 
the cornet were described as 


» “charismatic” with “wonderful 


range” capable of “producing 
multiphonic effects by playing a 
low note and humming a high- 
er one” 

In 1906, Kry! broke away 
from the John Duss ensemble, 
where he was assistant conduc- 
tor, to form his own band. It 
lasted through 1931. Lakeview 
Park was one of the band’s first 
stops. 
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The Hotel Filbeck added a 
$15,000 addition to its lodge at 


Fifth and Cherry streets to pro- 
vide its patrons with more 
amenities. 

The hotel's new refrigeration 
plant was capable of making 
3,000 pounds of ice each day. A 
duplicate new electric lighting 
plant was added to serve as a 
backup. 
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Dorothy Carnathan Baur, 
widow of Charles Baur, moved 
back to Terre Haute in early 
1906 after terminating her pro- 
prietary interest in the Oliver 
Hotel in South Bend. 

The Baurs managed the 
Oliver Hotel until shortly before 
Charles Baur’s death on June 3, 
1904. 

There was immediate specu- 
lation that Mrs. Baur might get 
into the hotel business in Terre 
Haute. Between 1887 and 1899, 
under the Baurs’ management, 
the Terre Haute House earned a 
reputation as a first class 
hostelry and Café Baur had 
statewide eminence. 

In April, Dorothy offered Dr. 
William H. Roberts, father of 
future Terre Haute Mayor Donn 
M. Roberts, a 10-year lease with 
annual rental of $12,000 to 
build a proposed 130-room fire- 
proof hotel at the southeast cor- 
ner of Seventh and Ohio streets. 

Dr. Roberts rejected the pro- 
posal, asserting that Baur’s spec- 
ifications would result in an 
expenditure exceeding 
$120,000. 
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Levin Brothers’ mail order 
dry goods and notions business 
at 30-32 N. Sixth St. attracted 
customers from every state, 
Canada, Mexico and several 
European countries. 

lts national renown was 
accentuated during May 1906 
when it received mail from 
Arkansas addressed: 

“11 Brothers, Saple Sales 
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Soar. 30, 32, 34, 36 N. 6th St., 
Tara hut, indiana” 
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Frank A. France, who suc- 
cessfully conducted restaurants 
in the St. Nicholas Hotel at 428 
N. Ninth St. and in the Anton 
Mayer building at 709 Wabash 
Ave. relocated in May 1906 to 
the Albert Hotel owned by 
Charles P. Mancourt at 412 N. 
Ninth St. 

The Albert Hotel had not 
had a restaurant in 1903. 

Will H. Barton, a chef with 
15 years experience in several 
large cities, including Indi- 
anapolis, leased the Roedel 
Building at 724 Wabash Ave. to 
open a restaurant. 

Barton’s menu was unique. 
On the back, he published a list 
of rules he expected waitresses 
to follow. Under the heading, “A 
Word to Patrons,” he wrote: 

“The first thing you may ask 
after eating at Barton’s Restau- 
rant is, ‘How can this man give 
us such good food and clean 
service for the money?’ 

“You eat and leave the rest 
to us. We want your frequent 
patronage and will do all we 
can to earn it. Fifteen years’ 
practical experience in some of 
the largest eating establish- 
ments on the American conti- 
nent enables us to give our cus- 
tomers the very best the mar- 
ket affords at the lowest possi- 
ble prices.’ 

A year later, the restaurant 
at 724 Wabash was owned by 
Henry Wilkes.

On June 7, 1908 amusement park known 
as Lakeview Park reopened with new name 


On June 7, 1908, the amuse- 
ment park on east Wabash known 
as Lakeview Park, formerly oper- 
ated by Henry Breinig, reopened 
with a new name and a new 
administrator. 

During the off-season, the 
Terre Haute Amusement Co. was 
reorganized with August Fromme 
assuming duties as president and 
general manager. Fromme 
renamed the popular recreation 
retreat “Fairland Park” 

A successful Terre Haute gen- 
eral contractor, Fromme was ) 
expected to retain the park's ~ 
flourishing features but alter oth- 
ers to attract more family gather- 
ings. 
` Brothers August and Herman 
Fromme maintained several busi- 
nesses at the southwest corner of 
Seventh and Hulman streets at 
the suburban commercial center 
known as “Idaho.” 

Perhaps the most significant 
change instituted at Fairland Park 
was the admission charge, reduc- 
ing it from 25 cents to ten cents. 
Children under 10 were admitted 
free. 

In an effort to encourage fami- 
lies to spent the day at the park, 
intoxicating beverages were 
barred and Lakeview Park's once- 
popular daily buffet was discon- 
tinued. Picnic facilities were 
expanded. 

Vaudeville also was terminat- 
ed, Instead of “charging for inferi- 
or acts,” Fromme intended to use 
the theater to offer free motion 
pictures, Free band concerts and a 
variety of high class circus and 
animal acts became the chief 
forms of live entertainment. 

While Lakeview Park engaged 
bands for one day exhibitions, 
Fromme intended to secure popu- 
lar bands for a week at a time. A 
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balloon ascension also was sched- 
uled for a Sunday in late July. 

Shows were available every 
afternoon at 3 p.m. and every 
night at 8 p.m. The opening 
attraction on Sunday, June 7, was 
the Great Dixie 
Band, hailed as

The play was moved Aug. 30 
to the Longacre Theater, named 
for Longacre Square (the former 
name of Times Square). The the- 
ater was built in 1913 by Harry 
Frazee, owner of the Boston Red 
Sox. The cast went on the road in 
December. 

A son of Daniel and Maggie 
(Strout) Davis, Paul reverted to 
the ancestral spelling of his sur- 
name. His paternal great-grandfa- 
ther in Wales was Daniel Gomer, 
Davies but his grandfather adopt- 
ed Davis as the surname after 
arriving in the U.S. 

Noted for his magnificent 
voice, Davies attracted the atten- 
tion of impresario Oscar Ham- 
merstein, Sr, who placed him 
under contract before he made 
his New York debut. 
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On Nov. 18, 1924, the Avalon 
Dance Pavilion formally opened 
in the National Guard Armory at 
1622 Wabash Ave., with the Les 
Shepard Orchestra providing the 
music. 

William L. Schomer, vaudeville 
dance star and proprietor of the 
Schomer School of Dancing, was 
the dance hall manager. 

The interior of the armory was 


extensively remodeled. The 


orchestra was seated on a plat- 
form suspended from the ceiling 
on the north side of building, 
requiring the musicians to climb 
decorative ladders to be seated. 

The dance floor could accom- 
modate 300 couples. Dancing was 
offered nightly Tuesday through 
Saturday. On Monday, the Nation- 
al Guard retained the use of the 
facility to practice drill maneu- 
vers, A city ordinance prohibited 
Sunday dancing. 

A balcony for spectators was 
erected on the south side of the 
building. 

The Les Shepard Orchestra 
played at the Summer Garden, 
east of Brown Ave. on the south 
side of Wabash, on Sunday and 
Monday during the winter. 

Originally from Xenia, Ohio, 
the three Shepard brothers - Les, 
Frank and Ray - moved to Terre 
Haute in the early Twenties and 
made a major impact on the 
music scene. 

Les was a bandleader and 
played trumpet, Frank specialized 
on reed instruments while Ray 
played the banjo, guitar and 
trombone. 

The Armory which housed the 
Avalon Dance Pavilion during the 
mid-Twenties, and several other 
enterprises over the years, was 
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razed during the summer of 2005. 
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A week after the Avalon 
opened, the Orpheum Dance 
Palace at 722 Wabash Ave., 
announced it would feature the 
Orpheum Serenaders - Bud 
Cromwell’s “new” orchestra under 
the direction of Harry McDaniel - 
as its house band. 

The orchestra featured talented 
pianist Malcolm Scott, Clyde Wad- 
dell on the trombone, Wallie 
Grosberg on the®ax and clarinet, 
Terre Haute’s “most popular banjo 
player” Newt Alexander and 
McDaniel, singing and playing at 
least five instruments. 

Waddell joined the ensemble 
after playing several years with 
the Sleepy Hollow Orchestra of 
Chicago. 

Previously with the Roy 
Schoenbeck Orchestra of Danville, 
lll., Grosberg had shared lead sax- 
ophone duties with future jazz 
legend, James Earl “Rosy” McHar- 
gue. 

An extraordinary talent, Harry 
McDaniel, who resided at 2924 
Schaal Ave., was a one-man show. 
A stand-up comedian, he played 
multiple instruments but seemed 
to concentrate on the tuba and 
the “fiddle” 


McDaniel and his wife, Moyne, 


had spent several years in vaude- 
ville before heading the Orpheum 
band. Every novelty tune seemed 
to be written for McDaniel. 

While with the Johnny John- 
ston Orchestra in later years, 
McDaniel popularized “Ding
